The Olympic and Paralympic Games produced only one local gold medal winner, Mark Colbourne from 
Tredegar. Each of the gold medal winner were celebrated by the issue of a miniature sheet, comprising six 


first class stamps for the Olympics and two first class stamps for the Paralympics. The Post Office aimed to 
get the sheets out to three local post offices out of 90 nationally by the afternoon of the day following the 
event. The three chosen were Newport Bridge Street, Bulwark and Pontypool. Other post offices received 
supplies several days later. As well as the stamp, Royal Mail painted a post box in gold to celebrate each 
winner.

Because so much mail is handled by private companies Royal Mail wants to make it clear to 
customers that they are still involved. The plan is to print the Royal Mail logo and “Delivered by 
Royal Mail” . In Wales it has to be bilingual. However, the software is not yet up to it, so until then 
only 3 dots are printed. 


Mail to addresses in Wales from everywhere in the UK is to get a Welsh or Bilingual slog. This started 
at Bristol, followed by Nottingham and Leicester. Eventually it it apply everywhere. Similarly mail 
from Wales to addresses outside Wales will have an English-only slogan
